Thecry of “freight discrimination” has been 
iterated and reiterated in St. Louis until every one. 
from merchant to manufacturer, particularly 
among newspaper readers, has become heartily 
tired of hearing it. And, notwithstanding that 
page after page has been printed on the subject, 
and meeting after meeting held, little seems to 
have been accomplished in the end. This can be 
ascribed to several reasons. In the first place there 
has been a greatdeal of talk,a great many wild 
assertions to the effect that St. Louis was losing all 
her business. and a great many tears shed over 
trade that should have come here, but was going 
to other cities. This style of treating the case 
brought about two results: the railroads set St. 
Louis shippers down in their books asmen who 
could be dealt with in any way without danger of 
their doing more than deciaim against the outrage; 
and the country merchant and the resident of the 
city who read the newspapers came to the 
conclusion that the discrimination was largely 
a matter of fancy. Two weeks ago the 
Post-Dispatca set out In a quiet way to find out 
exactly how much foundation there was for this 
cry of discrimination,“ where that discriminatien 
was shutting off trade from this city, 2 
ble, what remedy there existed for the ill. The re- 
sults thus far accomplished are very satisfac 


tory and 
PROVE CONCLUSIVELY 

that the complaints of shippers have a strong 
foundation. As there was the greatest necessity 
for accuracy, the Post-Dispatcsa has obtained in 
many places documents which are incontestable 
proofs of the facts to be proven. In other places 
the statement of merchants recommended by St. 
Louis houses as reliable were accepted, while at 
other points the special correspondents of the Post- 
Duran were instructed to obtain figures from 
merchants as to the rates of freight they were pay- 
ing. All this has been done within two weeks past. 

Before discussing the subject at all it must be 
observed that there are many things which cannot 
be taken into full. account, such as the 
issuing of passes and rebates given to heavy 
shippers elsewhere. With regard to the first ef 
these hidden discriminations it may be said that, 
while apparently insignificant, it bears a heavy re 
lation to the jobbing business. Just at present the 
representatives of St. Louis report that the Traders 
Unicn of New York is scattering circulars all 
through Texas telling merchants to come to New 
York to purchase their goods, buyinga single trip 
ticket, and they need have no fear about getting 
home. In other words, if they will bring their bus- 
iness to New York they will be given a ticket or 
pass to theirhomes. The prospect of a tree ride, 
experienced business men say, is always too much 
for the country merchant. This evil Si. Louis 
merchants, about a year ago, set about remedying. 
A secret organization was formed and passes ob- 
tained and tickets bought for a great many mer- 
chants in the smaller towns. This year so strict a 
rule has been in vogue against the issuing of passes 
that St. Louis merchants were hopeful 
they had blotted out the custom 
altogether. From the country. however, 
now comes the statement over the signature of 
reputable merchants that Chicago is supplying 
country merchants through Missouri 

WITH TRANSPORTATION TO THEIR CITY PRES. 

This report is necessarily difficult of investi ga- 
tion, but the statement from three or four different 
points to the same effect should have some 
weight. : 

The rebate system is one still more difficuit to 
deal with, Merchants at other points ship goods 
at tariff rates, and receive back from the railroad 
company sometimes as much as one-half of what 
they have paid them. Having this rebate in 
prospect they can make a correspondingly lew 
price on goods. and the country merchant never 
knows that the difference comes out of the rail- 
roads. Of course there is no evidence of the cut 
in rates for any outsider to seize. The only way, 
therefore, that any estimate can be formed of the 
territory in which rebates are affecting the busi- 


traveling men for houses in Chicago 
and other cities openly boast of their freight ar-

many of them, and heavy contributors to the city's 
commercial importance, the business is so divided 
up that it is hardly pogsible to even interview the 
general freight agent of each road about every 
shipment. In the dry goods line for example, ons 
house may ship 500 or 600 or even 1,000 cases of 
goods in a day and the shipments will be split up 
into such small lots that it will be an impossibility 
to figure on the freight. Yetthe dry goods trade 
of St. Louis is worth probably $25,000,000 or $30,- 
000,000 annually. For this reason St. Leuis ship- 
pers want, not a special rate to certain points or on 
certain articles, 
BUT A TARIFF WHICH 18 JUST, 
and which is proportioned to the rates charged from 
other cities. St. Louis merchants want a tariff 
which will insure to them the business of certain 
territory in the West and Southwest 
naturally tributary to this city, They want 
a tariff to points in Missouri and Arkansas 
which is equal to the difference between the rates 
charged New York and Chicago shippers to that 
point and the rate charged them to St. Louis. 
They want a tariff which will assure them the 
business in Central and Southern Missouri and 
Arkansas, which is naturally theirs, which will 
prevent Kansas City bringing goods from the East 
and sending them back over the same line of road 
to points in interior Missouri. These are things to 
which, on West-bound business, the jobbing trade 
of St. Louis is entitled, but which it has had to do 
without in the past. To-day Chicago and Kansas 
City are selling groceries, dry goods, etc., to points 
in Missouri which should come to St. Louis for all 
their supplies. To-day New York is selling goods 
to points in Arkansas and paying a less rate of 
freight on them than St. Louis merchants are 
paying for them from this city with a difference of 
1,000 miles in our favor. To-day New Orleans is 
selling goeds in Arkansas and paying little more 
than halfthe rate that St. Louis is paying for the 
same haul. To-day to river points, 
St. Louis ahippers are paying twice 
as much to the Anchor Line as are New Orleans 
merchants for the same service, and Chicago mer- 
chants, with 365 miles to cover by rail before reach- 
ing Cairo and the line of steamers, are shipping to 
lower Mississippi River points at rates almost equal 
to those made by the Anchor Line from St. Louis. 
To-day Kansas City is selling goods to points in 
Illinois and paying less freight on them than Is 
charged from Ss. Louis, while Chicago ships to 
points in Southern Illinois for about half the rates 
St. Louis is charged. To-day 
GRAIN AND WOOL 

are passing through and around St. Louis to New 
York and Boston at less rates than St. Louis is 
charged, or at least at such rates as render it out of 
the question to ship to St. Louis or allow shipments 
to lay over here. . 

ALL THESE STATEMENTS CAN BE EASILY PROVEN, 
and facts and figures in proof of them will be given 
hereafter. It will be shown how the ‘Frisco, the 
Iron Mountain, the Missouri Pacific, the Wabash 
and the Anchor Line ef.steamers, all St. Louis lines, 
having their headquarters in this city ars shutting off 
St. Louis’ trade and helping to build up other 
places at the expense of this. It will also be 
demonstrated what right St. Louis bas under the 
laws of Missouri and adjoining States, and what the 
Railroad Commissioners of Missouri draw a salary 
for doing and fail to do. The testimony’ is 
necessarily incomplete, but when the hastiness with 
which it was collected is taken into account it will 
be easliy imagined that the evils it demonstrates 
are but a faint reflection of those that exist. 

The correspondence received thus far from 
points in Missouri is very interesting. July 204 
circular letter was addressed to the correspondents 
of the Post-Dispatou, in most of the larger towns, 
requesting them to ascertain from the merchants 
of their town what rates they were paying on 
dry goods, hardware, sugar, whisky, wrapping 
paper, etc. They were enjoined to insert only 
actual figures. They were also requested to obtain 
from merchants an expression of opinion on trade 
with St. Louis. Their responses may be rightly 
considered valuabie testimony. 

The response of the Post-Dispatcn correspondent 
at 


GALLATIN, 
a town situated 251 miles from St. Louis on the 
Council Bluff division of the Wabash Road, is de- 
cidedly interesting. He says: I find the rate on 
feurth-class articles the same to this point from 
Chicago and St. Louis. Weare 250 miles from St. 
Louis and 450 from Chicago. Our merchants ship 
over the Wabash and Rock Island, the two roads 
crossing here. Our merchants would prefer buy- 
ing in St. Louis, but the Chicago folks ‘work’ this 
country thoroughly. I think the greater amount 
of heavy groceries are bought in Chicago.” 

The shortest route to Gallatin from Chicago via 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific is 447 miles. 
The distance from St. Louis is 251 miles, Still 
Ohicago merchants can ship tobacco, hardware, 
sugar, coffee, canned goods, whisky, wrapping 
paper, etc., to Gallatin at the same rate that is 
charged St. Louis merchanta. The 
rate on all of these but whisky 
is quoted at 2 cents from _ either 
point, whisky 4 cents. Dry goods 
cents from St. Louis, 65cents from Chicago. 
Take wrapping paper, and how can St. Louis hope 
to compete with Chicago at equal rates of freight? 
Chicage can ship paper to St. Louis and sell itata 
profit. Chicago is surrounded by paper mills; yet 
the Wabash road makes Chicago the same rate of 
freight on paper that it makes St. Louis. 

A CORRESPONDENT AT MARYVILLE, 
a town of 4,500 inhabitants situated on the Wabash, 
67 miles north ef Gallatin, writes as follows: St. 
Joseph, Kansas City, Chicago and St. Louis are our 
purchasing points in all lines, a few stoves being 
bought of Cincinnati Thirty-three cents is the os- 
tensible rate from Kansas City, but her whole 
sale merchants give the same freight rate that St. 
Joseph gives on fourth class goods. Chicago does 
likewise in competition with St. Louis. Merchants 
here inform me that the houses with whom they 
deal in Chicago keep a special freight 
rebato clerk whose duty it is 
to take duplicate freight receipts 
and check them up and collect the rebate regularly 
from the different roads leading to competing 
* 

Ihe roads competing for business at Maryvill e 
are the Burlington, a Chicago line, and the Wabash, 
which, according te our correspondent, has gone 
into the rebate business at the city by the lake. No 
St. Louis merchant has ever had much trouble 
checking up freight receipts and trying to collect 
rebates from the Wabash at St. Louis. 

Another point on the Wabash Road at which St. 
Louis has ceased to do business is : 

MACON, 
a town of 8,500 inhabitants, on the Northern Divi- 
sion, twenty-three miles above Moberly; distance 
from St. Louis via Wabash, 161 miles; distance 
from Chicago by shortest route (C., B. & C0, 832 
miles. Our correspondent writes: “Most of our 


therefor that the differences between the rates they 
get will more than overbalance the difference in 
freight. Formerly our merchants bought 
their gvods almost entirely of St. Louis firms, but 
| they now inform me that but a very smal! portio 
of the goods sold by them comes from gt. Louis 
and that St. Louis drummers hardly think it worth 
while te work the town.” 

The rates ef freight quoted which are taken from 
bilis of lading in the possession of Macon merchants 
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28c. Undoubtedly these differences can be over - 
come by differences in price especially where a 
Chicago shipper has a little rebate to add to his 
profitonthe goods. A St. Louis grocery house 
which does a very heavy business to interior points 
in Missouri stated to a Post-D 1spatcsu reporter that 
it was impossible to do business to points on the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph road although the mileage 
was in favor of this city. He instanced 
Macon as one point from which he had been obliged 
to withdraw entirely. It must be remembered, in 
looking at the figures above, thet the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph is operated by the Burlington, a line 
having a heavy interest in St. Louis, and that the 
Wabash, the competing line at Macon, is, or should 
be, also a St. Louis road. 
SALISBURY, MO., 

is a town of 1,500 inhabitants, on the line of the 
Wabash to Kansas City, 169 miles west of this city. 
Distance from Chicago, 404 miles. The Wabash is 
the only line passing through Salisbury. Our cor 
respondent writes under date of July 30; “Our 
merchants generally buy their dry goods, hard- 
ware, etc., at St. Louis, the greater portion of boots 
and shoes and all clothing at Chicago. Chicago 
firms state that they have a rebate which makes 
their rates the same as those from St. Louis. Rate 
on dry goods: Chicago 77 cents, St. Louis 62 cents.“ 
This is to a point which is wholly non-competitive, 
only 169 miles from St. Louis and 404 miles from 
Chicago. There is no reason why St. Louis, which 
carries large stocks of clothing and manufactures 
half the boots and shoes she sells, should not sup- 
ply Salisbury with those articles if rates of freight 
were equalized. 

These are a few instances picked at random of 
the manuer in which the Wabash is helping St. 
Louis to do busines’ in Missouri on its line of road. 
The figures given are indisputably the information, 
carefully collated. To-morrow the Post-DisPpatTcH 
will give the ‘Frisco and the Missouri Pacific a 
show, and the day following it will investigate the 
situation in Arkansas and try to explain how the 
first-class rate from New York to Fort Smith, Ark. 
(1,500 miles), is $1/27, while the first-class rate from 
St. Louis (417 miles) is $1 30 a hundred 
pounds. Meantime, if St. Louis mer- 
chants or country buyers will kur- 
nish the Post-Dispatca with any complaints 
they may have, and particularly with figures and 
bills of lading or expense bills, they will be care- 
fully investigated. It is believed that the general 
freight agents of roads centering in St. Louis have 
neglected the tariff to cortaim points, and that 
where they are aware of discrimination they do not 
look far enough into the future to see what an in- 
jury they are likely to do their lines by choking off 
trade from this city. The sooner they are con- 
vinced of their errors the better it will be for St. 
Louis and the country surrounding it. 


ELECTED OFFICERS. 


The Merchants and Masufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation Duly Organized. 

The Executive Committee of the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Association held its 
first meeting at the St. Louis Club last evening. 
The attendance was rather encourag- 
ing, one-half of the fifty members 


being present. The election for officers resulted as 
follows: President, J. R. Holmes; first vice-presi- 
dent W. M. Senter; second 3 0. 
Saunders; third vice-president, F. Ulama; 
seeretary and treasurer, J.J. Wertheimer. When 
it was proposed that a constitution be framed, pro- 
visions made for memberships and an 
office established. Robert Stockton, of the 
Simmons Hardware Company, said that they 
wanted to put as little on paper as possible and 
that they wanted nothing to get to the newspapers. 
In spite of Mr. Stockton's objections, however, a 
committee was appointed to frame a constitution, 
and this committee reported in a few moments with 
a brief constitution and a set of simple but 
comprehensive by-laws. These provide that the 
assessment shall not exceed $25 annually for each 
firm belonging to the association. It was decided 
that a committee of three be appointed to take 
charge of each railroad and see that it be operated 
to sui the members of the association. 
A number of the  gentiemen pres- 
ent signed the membership roll and 
a committee on membership was appointed, oon- 
sisting of J. R. Holmes, chairman; Marcus Bern- 
heimer, ©. C. Rainwater, M. 8. Hoimes, W. E. 
Schweppe and W. N. Senter. The meeting then 
adjourned. A general meeting will be heid at the 
Mercantile Club next Tuesday evening at 8 o'clock, 
when the question of establishing a headquarters 
and appointing a mavager will come 
up again for discussion. Gentlemen who have had 
previous experience with committees and their 
work do not put much faith in the good to be ac- 
complished by them alone, and it is probable that 
some one will be appointed to take charge of the 
association's active work.

New and Surprising Revela- 
tions in the Southern 
Hotel Tragedy. 


The Murdered Man’s Brother Will

At Police Headquarters, to-day, the special tele- 
gram printed in a morning paper giving an inter- 
view @t secondhand with the murderer ‘Maxwell 
was laughed at, and that now much-used and cer- 
tainly expressive term “fake” was forcibly 
and frequently applied to it. A Post-DrspatcH 
reporter, with very little trouble, proved it to be 
such. This proof will appear later on. For the 
present it is only necessary to say that Maxwell has 
not been successfully interviewed so far on the 
subject of the murder, or if he has made any state- 
ment about it at all he has not been howling idiot 
enough to express his intention of attempting the 
insurance defense outlined in that telegram, or he 
would not then be left a leg to stand on. 

Acting Chief Huebler and other police officials 
said there was no doubt in the world but that 
Maxwell would be speedily and positively 
convicted of the mqruer of C. Arthur Preller. 
Evidence could, of course, be nothing but circum- 
stantial, still there was notalink of the chain 
missiag and che lawyer who would save and the 
jury who would acquit him would be revelations in 
their way that would astonish the eatire country. 
Even bad not the bloody towels taken from the 
Southern Hotel, and the clothes ripped 
from Preller’s remains been found in 
Maxwell's trunks when they were opened at 


Auckland the-circumstances, it is held, would have 
been entirely sufficient to convict. The police and 
the Circuit Attorney have all along been in 
session of information regarding the crime and the 
man who committed it that the public know noth- 
ing about.

THE CHOLERA PANIC AT MARSEILLES. 

MansnmLas August 12.—The cholera panic in- 
creases daily. The average of departures from 
Marseilles by railway alone has increased 2,000 per 
day, Asan instance of the laxness with which the 
Marseilles sanitary authorities perform their du- 
ties, the case ofthe captain of an English vessel 
lying in this port may be mentioned, The cap- 
tain’s daughter died of cholera aboard the ship. 
He at once notified the authorities and requested a 
disinfection of the veasel.

cuted. The femous Colossus of Rhodes, according 
to the proportions which the legends attributed to 
it, was but a miniature in comparison. Other great 
statues are also in comparison quite small, as may 
be seen by our illustrations beside this gigantic cop- 
per figure. Thus the Bavaria, at Munich, measures 
15 metres, 70 centimetres; the Virgin of Puy. 16 
metres; Charles Barromeo, 22 metres. The 
Vendome is only 4 
metres in Enlighten- 
ing the 46 metres 
from the base to the top of the torch, or 805.11 feet 
above mean low-water mark. Au idea of its size 
may be formed from the following figures: The 
forefinger is 2.45 metres in leagth, and 1,44 metres 
in circumference at the second joint. The nail 
measures .35 metre by .26 metre. The head is 440 
metres in height. The ere 1s G. metres in width. 
The nose is 1.12 metres in length. (A metre equals 
39.368 inches.) About forty persons can be accom- 
modated in the head. It is possible to ascend into 
the torch above the ban It will easily hold 
twelve persons. The total weight is 20, Kilos. 
and the entire work represents au outiay of more 
than a miliion francs. 

The statue is made of repousse, or sheets of 
beaten copper, fixed ona pylonic iron trusswork. 
This trusswork serves as a support for the copper 
form of the. statue. The copper plates, kept in 
shape by iron baude, are supported by iron braces, 
which are ciam onto the central core. They 
do not bear in the least upon the lower plates, and 
their weight is almost independent of all that is 
above and below. Exhaustive mathematical caicu- 
lations were made upon the resisting power of the 
iron pieces, upon the center of gra 
the action of high winds. The calculations were 
made by taking as a base the most powerful hurri- 
ous which have = yous vy — — or 

zurope. Ihe copper sheets are 244 millimetres in 
thickness. The — platin of the statue of St. 
Charies Barromeo is only 1 millimetre, and it has 
stood two centuries. 

The total height of the first model was 1.25 
metres. This was the study model. The next 
Statue measured 2.85 metres. This statue was 
reproduced feur times as large, the result measur- 
ing 11 metres in height. This statue was divided 
into a large number of sections, destined to be 
reproduced ately at four tirhes their size. 

ter this enlargement reproductions were no 
longer possible. The rest was accemplished in 
enormous fragments executed in wood and in 
plaster. This process necessitated a number of 
dificult measurements—9,000 in all. The profils of 
the forms were again taken in detail with sheets of 
lead pressed upon the model and the copper again 
worked according to the profiles. There were 800 
sheets of copper used, each from one to three 
pores square, and weighing in al) cighty-eight tons.
